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Down with charisma 


Wisco nsin to o k a mighty ax and 
^gav e charisma 40 whacks. 
While they were at it, the v o ters 
in last week’s primary cho pped up 
the my th o f the media a bit as well. 
Go o d riddance. 
Charisma, as used in the po litical 
sense, means a magical ability to in­ 
spire passio nate dev o tio n and un­ 
questio ning allegiance in great num­ 
bers o f peo ple thro ugh o nly fleeting 
and indirect co ntact. The primary 
fo rm o f that co ntact is telev isio n, fo r 
which huge ex penditures hav e been 
deemed necessary to pro perly pack­ 
age the charismatic image. 
No bo dy ev er adequately ex ­ 
plained what charisma had to do 
with the ability to run a demo cratic 
co untry . But it has beco me an o v er­ 
wo rked idea any way , a v ague so rt o f 
glamo ur test applied to Presidential 
candidates as tho ugh they were su­ 
perstars o r spo rts celebrities. 
Whatev er charisma is, it has 
been co mmo n wisdo m that Sen. 
geo rge McGo v ern has the o ppo site 
o f it. Furthermo re, he used two - 
thirds o f his telev isio n mo ney in Wis­ 
co nsin no t to pro ject his perso nality 
but to dig into the issues. He was the 
big winner. 
By co ntrast, New Yo rk May o r 
J o hn V. Lindsay was co mmo nly 
agreed to be the mo st handso me, ex ­ 
citing and glamo ro us candidate in 
the Demo cratic field. He spent so me 
$5 0,000 o n telev isio n in the final cam­ 
paign week pro jecting his pretty 
pro file but generally skipping the is­ 
sues. He lo st so badly he pulled o ut o f 
the co n test. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie, who has 
been to uted as the thinking man’s 
charismatic candidate, co uldn’t find 
eno ugh thinking men. Muskie was 
beaten by Sen. Hubert Humphrey , 
who m no bo dy has accused o f being 
charismatic in mo re than a decade 
and who spent less o n telev isio n than 
any bo dy but Go v . Geo rge Wallace. 
Wallace, who came in seco nd 
with the help o f Republican cro sso v ­ 
ers, has a limited kind o f charisma 


Youth in 1212 


One o f the mo st familiar ev ents in 
histo ry , y et o ne o f the least kno wn, is 
the Children’s Crusade, which to o k 
place during eight mo nths in the 
y ear 1212. 
Nearly 100,000 children marched 
thro ugh Euro pe in an attempt to 
reach J erusalem, armed o nly with a 
pure faith who se po wer they be­ 
liev ed wo uld co nv ert the Mo slem in­ 
fidels and liberate the Ho ly City . 
Mo st histo ries o f the Crusades 
giv e scant mentio n to this amazing 
pheno meno n, which went almo st un­ 
reco rded by co ntempo rary chro ni­ 
clers. Yet so deep a mark did it leav e 
o n men’s minds, so stro ng a ho ld 
do es it still ex ercise o v er o ur imagi­ 
natio ns after mo re than 800 y ears, 
that we inev itably call any mo v e­ 
ment o f y o uth a “ Children’s Cru­ 
sade.” 
Until recently , ho wev er, no bo o k 
abo ut the real Children’s Crusade 
remained in print. William Mo rro w 
& Co ., New Yo rk, has just repub­ 
lished o ne o f the best, a histo ry writ­ 
ten by a 19 th-century New England 
clergy man, Geo rge ZabriskieGray . 
Impressed by the fact that no ex ­ 
haustiv e treatment o f the subject 
had ev er been undertaken, Gray set 
o ut “ to co llect and narrate such de­ 
tails o f that sto ry as hav e been sav ed 
fro m o bliv io n . . . with regret that 
they are so few.” 
The few kno wn details are these: 
In the spring o f 1212, a French shep­ 
herd bo y kno wn o nly as Stephen o f 
Clo y es began preaching in the to wn 
o f Saint-Denis. His message quickly 
spread thro ugho ut Euro pe, and that 
summer three separate armies o f 
children, each numbering abo ut 
3 0,000 bo y s and girls, with adult 
hangers-o n, began marching. 
One, led by Stephen, pro ceeded 
thro ugh France to the Mediter­ 
ranean, which the children were 
co nfident wo uld o pen a path fo r 
them, ev en as the Red Sea had part­ 
ed fo r Mo ses. 
A seco nd crusade led by a bo y 
named Nicho las left Co lo gne, Ger­ 
many , and cro ssed the Alps into It­ 


aly . Fo r so me reaso n, the German 
children had div ided into a third 
army under an unkno wn leader. 
“ These bo y s shame us,” said 
Po pe Inno cent III, who had been try ­ 
ing unsuccessfully to whip up adult 
enthusiasm fo r a Fifth Crusade. 
At Marseilles, two lo cal mer­ 
chants o ffered the French children 
free passage to the Ho ly Land. Per­ 
haps 5 ,000 embarked o n sev en ships. 
Their fate was no t kno wn fo r 17 
y ears, when a priest who had ac­ 
co mpanied them returned with wo rd 
that two ships had go ne do wn at sea; 
the rest o f the children had been de­ 
liv ered into slav ery in Egy pt. 
The sea did no t part fo r the Ger­ 
man children, either. So me re­ 
mained in Italy . The o thers, disillu­ 
sio ned, began retracing their weary 
steps. Alo ng the ro utes o f all three 
armies, tho usands perished fro m 
hunger and disease and accidents, 
were fo rced into pro stitutio n o r 
crime, o r simply dro pped o ut to be 
lo st to histo ry . 
Gray estimates that at least a 
third o f the 100,000 children nev er 
saw their ho mes again. 
In an intro ductio n to the reissue 
o f Gray ’s histo ry , Tho mas Po wers, 
autho r o f “ Diana: TTie Making o f a 
Terro rist,” draws a parallel be­ 
tween the Children’s Crusade and 
y o uthful inv o lv ement in civ il rights 
sit-ins, antiwar mo v ements and po ­ 
litical campaigns o f the last decade. 
Bo th the o ld and the recent ev ents 
were in the name o f ideals which 
adults are mo re inclined to preach 
than to practice, he writes. In bo th 
cases, the y o ung set o ff with an un­ 
shakable faith in the rightness o f 
their cause and a co nv ictio n that the 
strength o f their co mmitment was 
eno ugh to o v erco me all difficulties. 
But there is really no co mpari­ 
so n. The o riginal child crusaders 
were literally children; their av er­ 
age age was o nly abo ut 12. The Chil­ 
dren’s Crusade remains a unique 
and inex pressibly tragic ev ent 
which the wo rld, thankfully , has wit­ 
nessed but o nce.

that appeals to peo ple o f a certain 
backgro und. But he do es no t po ssess 
that univ ersal glamo ur quo tient that 
is suppo sed to be a majo r ingredient 
o f charisma. 
In sho rt, the Wisco nsin primary 
established firmly that it is no t po s­ 
sible to create a Presidential no mi­ 
nee by media alo ne, ev en with a can­ 
didate such as Lindsay o f o bv io us, 
superficial assets. And it established 
the fact that such o ld-fashio ned po ­ 
litical co nsideratio ns as go o d issues 
and go o d o rganizatio n are still mo re 
impo rtant than a go o d smile o n tele­ 
v isio n. 
“ Winning is charisma,” a Mc­ 
Go v ern adv iser o bserv ed wry ly af­ 
ter the primary . He may be right, in 
the sense that McGo v ern’s pro spects 
fo r the no minatio n are suddenly im­ 
pro v ed and may generate the wide­ 
spread ex citement that his cam­ 
paign has hereto fo re lacked. 
McGo v ern’s adv isers hav e been 
tro ubled by his persistent inability to 
fire up an audience o r pro v o ke wild 
emo tio n bey o nd a small hard co re o f 
dedicated liberal fo llo wers. They 
hav e wanted him to be like the late 
Ro bert Kennedy , who co uld bring 
do wn the ho use by say ing “ hello .” 
McGo v ern’s so ft-spo ken, so mewhat 
pedantic sty le just is no t a cheer- 
pro v o ker, altho ugh he has been tak­ 
ing elo cutio n lesso ns and is begin­ 
ning to impro v e. 
Perhaps no w that Wisco nsin 
pro v ed charisma isn’t essential, Mc­ 
Go v ern’s strategists can relax . The 
v o ters had mo re sense than the pro ­ 
fessio nals all alo ng. They didn't co n­ 
fuse the talent to laugh it up with 
J o hnny Carso n with the qualifica­ 
tio ns to be President. They listened 
to what the candidates were say ing 
instead o f bo thering with ho w they 
lo o ked when they said it, and a ma­ 
jo rity tho ught McGo v ern said it 
best. 
It will be a relief to thro w away 
the o ld charisma meter and co ncen­ 
trate o n the issues fo r the rest o f the 
campaign.

The repo rts o f the “ great” No rth 
Vietnamese o ffensiv e cro ssing the 
Demilitarized Zo ne, in o pen v io la­ 
tio n o f their so lemn co mmitments, 
and were, if TV and newspaper ac­ 
co unts were accurate, clo bbering 
the So uth Vietnamese fo rces—fight­ 
ing witho ut the help o f American 
gro und tro o ps fo r the first time in 
any majo r actio n. 
Surv ey ing it all—and listening to 
hardly -v eiled predictio ns that Presi­ 
dent Nix o n’s Vietnamizatio n pro ­ 
gram was failing the test and that 
the o ffensiv e wo uld result in a go r­ 
geo us v icto ry fo r the Co mmunists—I 
had a feeling that it was Tet all o v er 
again. The Tet strike in So uth Viet­ 
nam resulted in the effectiv e de­ 
structio n o f Viet Co ng fo rces in 
So uth Vietnam. It was the greatest 
v icto ry fo r the American-So uth Viet­ 
namese side to that time, and a turn­ 
ing po int in the co urse o f the war. 
But what the Co mmunists lo st o n the 
battlefield, they gained po litically , 
as the American press made tho se 
terrible day s lo o k like an ev en mo re 
tertible defeat fo r us. As a result o f 
this misrepresentatio n, American 
public o pinio n swung away fro m 
suppo rt o f the war. 
So I was no t surprised when so me 


strange things began happening. 
So uth Vietnamese tro o ps which 
were, the media to ld us, running 
away in dro v es so meho w managed 
to inflict heav y lo sses o n the enemy 
and to win an impo rtant pitched bat­ 
tle. The Nix o n Administratio n, 
which wo uld hav e been badly hurt at 
ho me and in its dealings with the So ­ 
v iet Unio n by a So uth Vietnamese 
ro ut, sho wed no signs o f wo rry . GEN 
Creighto n W. Abrams, a man no t 
giv en to sanguine pro no uncements, 
called the Co mmunist o ffensiv e “ a 
lo t o f unnecessary blo o dletting” and 
“ an ev en bigger miscalculatio n than 
Tet.” 
The last wo rd has no t been said, 
and will no t be until this series o f 
battles ends. But we no w kno w a lit­ 
tle mo re abo ut the o ffensiv e, and 
what it tells us is highly significant. 
Fo r o ne thing, the Co mmunists 
had to scrape the bo tto m o f their 
manpo wer barrel to mo unt the cur­ 
rent o ffensiv e. The po ured 100,000 
men into it, leav ing themselv es with 
o nly a badly trained and po litically 
unreliable div isio n o f “ ho me 
guards” in so uthern No rth Vietnam, 
mo stly aro und Hano i. There are re­ 
po rts that two Co mmunist div isio ns 
are statio ned in the no rthern part o f 
the co untry —but there is little sub­ 


stantiatio n fo r this. At the mo st, 
this leav es Hano i with three div i­ 
sio ns, o ne o f dubio us v alue, to de­ 
fend the entire co untry . 
No rth Vietnam’s fo rces are scat­ 
tered thro ugho ut Indo -China. If the 
So uth Vietnamese can ho ld them, as 
they no w seem to be do ing ev en ac­ 
co rding to the antago nistic media, 
that will change the entire nature o f 
the struggle. If the tro o ps that 
cro ssed the DMZ are badly decimat­ 
ed—and early casualty figures indi­ 
cate that they hav e already been 
serio usly blo o died, then the war will 
be o v er fo r all practical purpo ses, 
with So uth Vietnam and its allies 
v icto rio us. 
If this sho uld co me abo ut, it will 
be a co mplete v indicatio n o f Presi­ 
dent Nix o n’s po licies. Do mestically , 
it will mean that the Vietnam issue 
will be a majo r plus fo r the Republi­ 
cans, with the McGo v erns and the 
Muskie’s placed in a po sitio n where 
any mentio n o f it will cause them 
acute embarrassment. Internatio n­ 
ally , it will remo v e the need fo r 
pro paganda-pro v o king nego tiatio ns 
with the Co mmunists. And it will 
giv e Mr. Nix o n tremendo us lev erage 
in his meetings with the Russians. It 
will, mo reo v er, leav e the Kremlin 
with its prestige tattered. 


This is, admittedly , an o ptimistic 
v iew. The battle may seesaw fo r a 
co nsiderable perio d o f time. But 
ev en a pro tracted co nflict will hav e 
great significance. Fo r the Co mmu­ 
nists planned their o ffensiv e as a 
kno cko ut punch, co mmitting ev ery ­ 
thing they hav e in the way o f men 
and equipment. Militarily this 
makes no sense unless Hano i has 
been seized by co unsels o f despera­ 
tio n. Hitler tried it in the Battle o f 
the Bulge, under similar co nditio ns 
and that was the end o f the Nazis, 
tho ugh it to o k so me time. 
Of co nsiderable interest is the 
fact that tho ugh President Nix o n 
acted to ughly and decisiv ely , the 
Senate iso latio nist cabal has re­ 
spo nded v ery quietly . Obv io usly its 
members realize that to criticize 
no w may put them o ut o n the end o f a 
v ery large limb. Fo r to raise their 
v o ices at this critical juncture will 
be an admissio n that the o nly end o f 
the war they want is o ne in which 
America and its allies co me o ut 
lo o king badly . They are shrewd 
eno ugh no t to want to jo in in Hano i’s 
acts o f desperatio n.

The mind bo ggles at the po ssi­ 
bilities fo r Saturday and Sunday if 
the family didn’t hav e to watch 
gro wn men try ing to beat a small 
white ball with a stick. 
Mrs. Clemente may be upset that 
her husband, Ro berto , missed so me 
pay day s. If my husband were miss­ 
ing appro x imately $1,000 a day fo r 
no t swinging a stick, I’d be upset to o . 
But the sight o f ro ws and ro ws o f 
empty bleachers in tho se spo rts 
page pictures didn’t mo v e me to 
tears. No r co uld I get misty -ey ed 
o v er all the mo ney the telev isio n 
netwo rks may hav e lo st because 
there were no o pening games to 
bro adcast. 
President Nix o n and the spo rts 
writers, who may no t take the game 
as serio usly as they seem to but who 
are paid to write as if they did, go t 
terribly agitated abo ut the strike. 
Pro fessio nal team spo rts is big 
business, and the President likes to 
keep Big Business happy . He also 
receiv ed sev eral letters fro m small 
bo y s pleading with him to bring back 
baseball. 
If the wiv es o f dedicated spo rts- 
watchers had written to him instead, 


the President might no t hav e acted 
so hastily . To judge fro m the glassy ­ 
ey ed stares that die subject o f base­ 
ball usually pro duces in my female 
friends, the who le strike may hav e 
been a Wo men’s Lib plo t in the first 
place. 
And certainly so mething seems 
o ut o f whack when baseball stands 
so high o n the list o f natio nal prio ri­ 
ties that it requires the President’s 
perso nal to uch. It wo uld hardly be a 
natio nal tragedy if there were no 
play o ff games, All-Star games, o r 
Wo rld Series games. 
It is po litical legend that many 
peo ple do no t pay much attentio n to 
the Presidential campaign until af­ 
ter the Wo rld Series if finished. If 
that is so , perhaps if we didn’t hav e a 
series we co uld be spared the cam­ 
paign as well. 
Baseball, in fact, no lo nger liv es 
up to its o ld reputatio n as “ the na­ 
tio nal pastime.” A recent natio nal 
po ll indicated that fo o tball and bas­ 
ketball are co nsiderably mo re po pu­ 
lar with fans. The reaso n fo r base­ 
ball’s decline appears to be that 
there is less ex citement and actio n 
than in team spo rts that feature 
mo re v io lent bo dily co ntact. 
With the signal ex ceptio n o f Pres­ 
ident Nix o n, baseball bo res a lo t o f 
peo ple, particularly female peo ple. 
And all tho se strike sto ries abo ut the 
po o r $100,000-a-y ear superstars who 
wanted mo re security did no thing to 
enhance baseball’s image. 
One o f President Nix o n’s co n­ 
cerns was that if the matter dragged 
o n, the strike fev er might spread to 
o ther team spo rts and the fo o tball 
and basketball seaso ns be the nex t to 
go . Wo uldn’t that be wo nderful!

mo us here, suggests that frustrated, 
alienated Americans may pay a 
v ery high price if, in their anger and 
impatience, they make a habit o f 
casting o ut presidents, go v erno rs 
and the like after sho rt serv ice. 
He was no t making the argument 
to urge the reelectio n o f President 
Nix o n to a seco nd term. But he was 
co ntending, in a general way , that 
fo ur y ears is to o sho rt a time to 
achiev e significant change in go v ­ 
ernment po licies. 
Let’s take a co uple o f ex amples— 
welfare refo rm and the sharing o f 
federal tax rev enues with the states 
and cities. 
The ev idence is stro ng that o n 
bo th o f these issues there is a bro ad 
co nsensus o f natio nal suppo rt. In the 
19 68 campaign, Republicans and 
Demo crats alike called fo r welfare 
change, with full co nfidence that 
nearly ev ery bo dy , including mo st 
welfare recipients, wanted it. When 
seen as a means o f easing state-lo cal 
tax burdens, rev enue-sharing clear­ 
ly has wide appeal, to o . 
President Nix o n first pro po sed 
sweeping welfare refo rm legislatio n 
in August 19 69 . It is nearly three 
y ears since then, and we still do no t 
hav e it. He adv o cated his o wn v er­ 
sio n o f rev enue-sharing mo re than a 
y ear ago , and we do n’t hav e that, ei­ 
ther. 
Yo u can o ffer up a basket o f rea­ 
so ns these things are taking so lo ng : 
insufficient pressure fro m the White 
Ho use, div ided go v ernment (with 
the Demo crats ho lding Co ngress), 
ro adblo cks impo sed by po werful in­ 
div idual lawmakers in key po sitio ns. 
The po int my ex -bureaucrat wo uld 
make is that these difficulties are to ­ 
day co mmo nplace and must be dealt 
with as part o f the grinding legisla­ 
tiv e pro cess. 
The man argues that, in the best 
o f circumstances, this pro cess is in­ 
herently slo w. A new administratio n 


needs y ears to get its o wn peo ple 
placed and established, to o pen 
pro per lines o f co ntact with the co n­ 
tinuing bureaucracy , to dev elo p un­ 
derstanding, and finally to shape 
majo r changes and try to push them 
thro ugh. 
In to day ’s ev ident natio nal mo o d, 
wherein impatience seems to hav e 
been elev ated to a way o f life, the in­ 
creasing tendency o f American v o t­ 
ers is no t to wait this slo w pro cess 
o ut. They to ss go v erno rs o nto the 
scrap heap like last y ear’s auto mo ­ 
bile tires. And we hear much these 
day s abo ut what might be a dev elo p­ 
ing v o gue o f o ne-term presidents— 
tho ugh no trend has set in y et. 
If that sho uld in fact beco me a 
habit, my so urce co ntends that we 
wo uld then hav e created a serio us 
disco ntinuity between the po litical 
pro cess and the po licy -making pro c­ 
ess. 
In o ther wo rds, sho uld v o ters im­ 
patient o f the po licy pro cess wo rk 
o ut their anger by thro wing the in­ 
cumbents to the winds, then they are 
breaking the thread o f dev elo ping 
change. The nex t incumbent must 
start the leaniing task all o v er 
again, try to pick up and mend the 
thread, and lo ng, lo ng afterward, 
may be bring abo ut the change the 
v o ters’ co nsensus had appro v ed 
y ears befo re. Say s the ex -bureau- 
crat: 
“ I wo nder if the v o ters hav e any 
idea ho w high the price can be fo r in­ 
terrupting this pro cess o f change. ” 
As a matter o f fact, it can be ar­ 
gued that the co nsequences o f acting 
o ut impatience thro ugh quick 
changes o f go v ernment o nly co m­ 
po unds the harassed citizen’s frus­ 
tratio ns by assuring ev en lo nger de­ 
lay s. 
Again, this is no t meant as an ar­ 
gument fo r keeping Nix o n o n. It may 
be an argument fo r hav ing a lo nger 
single term, like six y ears. The fo ur- 
y ear man is o ut by the time he has 
learned the jo b.

The Jacoby transfer is a fine 
bid bu t like all fine bids it can 
be ov erworked. North consid­ 
ered bidding three hearts as a 
transfer bu t finally decided on a 
Stay man three-clu b bid. His 
reason was that he did not want 
to play in spades u nless Sou th 
held fou r cards in the su it. 
Stay man worked ou t well and 
the partnership landed in six 
no-tru mp instead of in the six - 
spade trap. 


Sou th won the clu b lead in 
du mmy ; led the fou r of dia­ 
monds and play ed his 10. This 
play might hav e cost him his 
contract. In fact it wou ld hav e 
been a loser if West’s singleton 
diamond were the jack, bu t it 
gu aranteed the slam against 
any other clu b holding. 
The 10 held and Sou th ran off 
12 tricks. Good discarding by 
East and West kept him from 
scoring an ov ertrick. 
“How wou ld y ou hav e play ed 
the hand against a spade 
lead?” asked a kibitzer. 


“Entirely differently ,” re­ 
plied Sou th. “I wou ld hav e 
du cked the first spade and won 
the ex pected continu ation. 
Then I wou ld hav e led a clu b to 
du mmy ’s jack; ru n off the 
hearts and the top clu bs while 
discarding three spades and a 
diamond from du mmy . 
“East wou ld hav e to come 
down to fiv e cards and wou ld 
not be able to gu ard both the 
spades and diamonds. If he 
chu cked the spade, Sou th wou ld 
make two spade tricks; if he 
chu cked a diamond all the dia­ 
monds wou ld be good. ”

The hazards of life on 
Vietnam's Thunder Road

(AP) — “ What’s wro ng Y^th 
this girl? ’’ asked Capt. Mike 
McDermo tt, ho lding up a Stars 
& Stripes that sho wed Raquel 
Welch in fulso me cleav age at 
the Academy Awards ceremo ­ 
ny . 
He was hard to hear o v er the 
blam-blam o f ho witzers firing 
at an enemy machine gun 
so mewhere 
nearby 
in 
the 
jungle scrubs. 
“ Ain’t no thing wro ng with 
that girl,” answered the majo r 
adv ising the ARVN—Army o f 
the Republic o f Vietnam—artil­ 
lery . “ No thing at all.” 
“ Go o d,” said the captain, 
raising his v o ice to co ntend 
with a helico pter whirling do wn 
to take o ut so me wo unded. 
“ Then there’s no thing wro ng 
with me. So far.” 
McDermo tt, fro m Highmo re, 
S.D., squatted at a field tele­ 
pho ne in the co rrugated sewer 
pipe serv ing as the fro nt line 
co mmand po st o n Highway 13, 
Vietnam’s Thunder Ro ad. 
A fo ur-y ear man in the Nam, 
hav ing ex tended twice o n pre­ 
v io us to urs with the 101st Air­ 
bo rne, the captain to o k issue 
with a v isito r who called High­ 
way 13 “ interesting.” 
“ That’s rear echelo n talk,” 
he co rrected between telepho ne 
squawks telling why he co uldn’t 
get mo re air strikes and what 
had beco me o f the water he o r­ 
dered y esterday fo r his men.

Then the U.S. 1st Div isio n, the 
Big Red One, arriv ed in J uly 
1965 , and staked o ut the rubber 
plantatio n co untry and the sur­ 
ro unding scrubby jungles o f 
War Zo nes C and D as its o wn 
Charlie-hunting preserv e. 
The Big Red One had a ho w­ 
itzer named Bau Bang and an­ 
o ther named Ben Cat, bo th fir­ 
ing into the jungles in tho se di­ 
rectio ns. Pacificiatio n in these 
parts came o ut o f the barrel o f 
a gun. 
The 1st Div isio n built an o r­ 
phanage at Ben Cat in ho no r o f 
Sgt. Arthur McMello n, a mess 
co o k who was kind to kids and 
bo ught the farm o ne day in a 
mine blast under his J eep o n 
Thunder Ro ad. 
The div isio n went ho me two 
y ears ago and the o rphanage, 
like its base camps, was Viet- 
namized. The sergeant’s name 
was o bliterated. No w, in the re­ 
newed fighting, it’s been aban­ 
do ned. Ex cept fo r an o ccasio nal 


helmet o ut in the bush o r rus­ 
ting tins o f C-ratio ns, time and 
the jungles hav e all but wiped 
o ut the American presence. 
There were day s o f ho pe and 
high pro mise o n Ro ute 13 o v er 
the y ears. In the Spring o f 1967 
the Big Red One cleared the 
ro ad all the way to the bo rder, 
and the first big co nv o y o f rub­ 
ber mo v ed do wn to the Saigo n 
do cks fro m the Terre Ro uge 
plantatio n. RMK, the big co n­ 
structio n firm, widened and im­ 
pro v ed the ro ad, and last fall 
fo r the first time in sev en y ears 
Vietnam began ex po rting rub­ 
ber. 
No w no o ne kno ws what will 
happen alo ng Thunder Ro ad, 
least o f all the men fighting 
there. 
“ All I kno w is what’s happen­ 
ing 100 y ards in fro nt o f me, 
and that ain’t go o d,” said 
McDermo tt. “ I’d giv e any thing 
fo r a lo o k at the 5 th Div isio n 
war map ... any thing ex cept 
that leav e co ming up in Ho no ­ 
lulu nex t mo nth.” 
The day befo re, a sho wer o f 
ro ckets killed fo ur men and in­ 
jured a do zen at Fire Base No 
Name. Ano ther burst came in 
to day , but the camp’s busy 
bulldo zer had built the bunkers 
up higher. 
Aft« * the ro cket barrage, a 


helico pter came in to take o ut a 
No rth Vietnamese captured two 
day s befo re. His head and arms 
were swathed in bandages, and 
his ankles were in handcuffs. 
With him went an ARVN so l­ 
dier, cry ing so ftly under a ho o d 
o f blo o died bandages. 
At the cro ss ro ads in Ben 
Cat, a war v eteran came craw­ 
ling acro ss the macadam o n 
stumps o f knees and kno bs o f 
elbo ws, his beggar’s bo wl pin­ 
ned to the shirt o f his faded 
ARVN fatigues. 
J ust up ahead a sign said: 
“ This is the Ro ad to Peace, 
208 th Engineers.”

Now is the time for all good men . . . to file their income tax 
ou t a ream of paper— pencils, pen and pad. . . figu re 
dedu ctions, gross tax , net tax , estimated tax . . . add, add, add. 
And *>eiorc the av erage American gets all ex cited abou t a 
federal tax redu ction to be ex pected this y ear and nex t, the In­ 
dianapolis Star tells u s we better calm down . . . u sing as an ex ­ 
ample a family of fou r with an income of $10,000, the Star points 
ou t that “last y ear, tax es withheld from the breadwinner’s pay 
av eraged $19 .9 0 a week . . . this y ear with the big tax redu ction 
the withholding will be $19 .70 a week. The family gets 20 cents a 
week, or $10.40 for the y ear, more spendable income as far as 
the income tax is concerned . . . at the same time, the bread­ 
winner’s Social Secu rity tax is increased this y ear by $52.00. 
That means the family will come ou t with $41.6 0 less spending 
money than last y ear.’* 
All this is su pposed to spu r the economy by increased con­ 
su mer spending. How can the consu mer spend more when he takes 
in less? Only a federal tax ‘ex pert’ can ex plain that,” say s the Indi­ 
anapolis Star. 
Congressman Richard L. Rou debu sh of Indiana refers to 
income tax time as “The Agony of April’’. . . in a recent article 
he stated that “while thou sands u pon thou sands of IRS em­ 
ploy es and monster compu ters make certain that the last cent 
is wru ng from the American breadwinner, car own gov ern­ 
ment ignores hu ge debts owed this gov ernment by foreign na­ 
tions . . . reportedly , 17 nations still owe the U.S. $21 billion in 
World War I debts. . . abou t the same nu mber of cou ntries owe 
u s nearly $19 billion for World War II and postwar debts. 
Agree with Rou debu sh that ‘‘it’s time these foreign debtors 
start receiv ing the same cold-ey ed, no-nonsense treatment that the 
American tax pay er does when his bill is du e . . . if the administra­

ED W ARD SVILLE— A pro- 
posal for a Second Generation 
G I Education Bill has been 
drafted by the participants in 
the Veterans World Project at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 
The proposal would increase 
monthly financial minimums in 
the current GI Bill. The propos­ 
al also would remove many of 
the restrictions on academic 
programs which the current GI 
Bill will not give full benefits 
for. 
The project report recom­ 
mends a raise in the basic 
monthly allowance from $175 to 
$250 per month. It also calls for 
minimums of $50 per month for 
a dependent wife, $40 per month 
for at least the first two depen- 
* dent children and a full family 
medical program, omitting 


maternal care only, at no extra 
cost to the veteran. 
Terming the present system 
of education “ inefficient,” the 
project report says removing 
restrictions on academic pro­ 
grams and making them eligi­ 
ble for full benefits would facili­ 
tate the development of new 
types of colleges, allowing par­ 
ticipating veterans to lead in 
that development. 
“ These colleges would pro­ 
vide a wider and more flexible 
education,” the report says. 
“ By combining field work with 
theoretical study at the under­ 
graduate level, experience 
could bring theory into per­ 
spective and help determine 
further study.” 
The report says the present 
GI Bill “ leaves the Vietnam 
veteran coming off second best

to the World War II veteran. 
“ The lack of victory parades 
is only an outward sign of much 
deeper social phenomena,” 
says the report. “ World War II 
veterans attending college on 
the GI Bill were welcomed .with 
open arms by the registrars of 
the schools. Every effort was 
made, a thousand rules were 
bent, even broken, to give the 
veteran academic credit for his 
military schooling. 
“ Today the Department of 
Defense publishes an evalua- 
tion-of-service-schools manual. 
This manual recommends what 
credit can be given for specific 
schools. In most colleges and 
universities it gathers dust. The 
institutions of higher learning 
have, in the name of high aca­ 
demic standards, systemati­ 
cally devised policies and pro­ 
cedures which effectively deny 
the veteran credit for anything 
other than physical education, 
health and, in a few instances, 
other mickey mouse courses,” 
the ex-GIs wrote. 
The project report says other 
shortcomings in the present GI 
Bill include: 


-Repeated certification of 
veteran status required of 
schools, sometimes leading to 
long delays in monthly checks. 
The delays force some veterans 
to drop out of school to earn 
money. 
—No funds for tuition, regis­ 
tration fees and books as were 
received by World War II vet­ 
erans. 
—Time limits placed on using 
the GI Bill. 
—Requirements forcing the 
veteran to express an intention 
to enter a specific field. 
—Larger income loss in­ 
curred by a veteran who al­ 
ready holds a degree and wants 
to go on to graduate work. 
“ This man, often an officer, is 
usually older and often has a 
family to support,” says the re­ 
port. “ Also he has a higher 
earning capacity. Therefore, he 
must forego a greater income 
loss to take advantage of the 
benefits. This could easily be 
rectified by paying a veteran 
more when he is in a master’s 
or doctoral program.”

SPACE CENTER, Houston 
(A P) — John W. Young will tie 
a record on Apollo 16 by mak­ 
ing his fourth trip into space, 
but the 41-year-old astronaut 
says he hopes the mission is 
not his last. 
“ I expect to be in the space 
program until they kick me 
out,” says Young, a Navy cap­ 
tain who flew twice in the Ge­ 
mini program, circled the moon 
on Apollo 10 and will go all the 
way to a lunar landing as com­ 
mander of Apollo 16. The mis­ 
sion is scheduled for launch 
this Sunday. 
Crews for all of the scheduled 
space missions have already 
been selected, but Young be­ 
lieves his country will not aban­ 
don manned spaceflight after 
all it has done. 
“ It’s inconceivable to me that 
we’re going to be technological 
copouts,” he says. 
John Young was born in San 
Francisco, but raised in Or­ 
lando, Fla., and considers the 
smaller town home. 
He was an outstanding stu­ 
dent and athlete in high school 
and, like many of the astro­ 
nauts, was attracted to flying 
while still a teen-ager. 
Young majored in aeronauti­ 
cal engineering at Georgia In­ 
stitute of Technology and also 
enlisted in the Navy ROTC. He 
went right into the Navy after 
graduation in 1952 and within 
seven years was a Navy test pi­ 
lot. 
In 1962, Young set two world 
records which still stand for 
“ scrambling” an interceptor 
jet. He set the first by roaring 
from a standstill on a runway 
to an altitude of 9,280 feet in 34 
seconds aboard a Phantom jet 
fighter. The second record was 
for an altitude of 80,000 feet. 
The Navy pilot became an as­ 
tronaut in 1962 and has since 
contributed as much to the lore 
and legend of the space corps 
as he has to the technology of 
flying in space. 
Young hides 
a 
first-class 
mind behind a folksy facade of 
dry wit, mildly mangled gram­ 
mar and a deadpan delivery. 
The astronaut takes a simple, 
direct approach to engineering 
problems which occasionally 
has made the complex studies 
used by most engineers appear 
a little silly. 
One example concerns the 
problem of shaving in space. 
For years engineers spent thou­ 
sands of dollars on various 
shaving devices which would 
not only cut the beard but 
sweep up the cut whiskers and 
keep them from floating around 
in the spacecraft. 
On Apollo 10, Young solved 
the whole problem with a safe­ 
ty razor, some thick lather and 
a tissue. He theorized that the 
lather would hold the cut whis­ 
kers, and the lather could then 
be blotted up with the tissue. 
He was right. 
Young will be at the controls 
of the Apollo 16 lunar module 
for man’s fifth landing on the 
moon. With him will be Charles 
M. Duke Jr. The command 
module pilot on the mission is 
Thomas K. Mattingly II who 
will remain in lunar orbit 
aboard the command ship. Both 
Mattingly and Duke are space 
rookies. 
During three days on the 
moon, Young and Duke will 
make three explorations using 
a battery-powered car. 
Young will be at the car’s 


controls, although he claims to 
be “ a terrible driver.” 
“ To train us for the rougher 
terrain on this mission, they 
prepared a sort of obstacle 
course,” says the astronaut in 
mock seriousness. “ They told 
me I was doing pretty good the 
other day. I only hit five logs, 
three rocks, an orange and a 
lizard. I didn’t see the lizard.” 
He was divorced last year 
from his wife of 16 years. She 
and his two children, Sandy, 14, 
and John, 13, now live in Jack­ 
sonville, Fla. 
He married his second wife 
last October in Acapulco. He 
slipped down there quietly for 
the ceremony and even cow­ 
orkers at the Manned Space­ 
craft Center were unaware of 
his marriage for over a month. 
The new Mrs. Young is the for­ 
mer Susy Feldman, a secretary 
for a space contractor. 
The newlyweds live in an 
apartment in Nassau Bay, just 
a five-minute drive from the 
Space Center.

A total of 8 6 games were wip­ 
ed ou t by the strike an d the de­ 
cision n ot to make an y of them 
u p left teams with schedu les 
v ary in g from 153 to 156 games 
in stead of the u su al 162. The di­ 
v ision win n ers will be deter­ 
min ed on won -lost percen tages 
bu t with the clu bs play in g dif­ 
feren t totals of games, a team 
cou ld win a div ision title on 
percen tage while fin ishin g back 
of an other clu b in the games 
behin d colu mn .

MILWAUKEE (AP) - The 
Los An geles Lakers, their pres­ 
tige tarn ished an d con fiden ce 
shaken ju st six day s before, 
su dden ly hav e the Milwau kee 
Bu cks’ Nation al Basketball As­ 
sociation crown in seriou s jeop­ 
ardy . 
The Lakers, ju st a basket or 
two from becomin g kn ockou t 
v ictims for most of the fou rth 
qu arter, rallied behin d Gail 
Goodrich’s six poin ts in the last 
on e min u te an d 35 secon ds for 
a 108 -105 v ictory Friday n ight. 
Hu miliated 93-72 in the series 
open er last Su n day after their 
record 69 regu lar season v ic­ 
tories, the Lakers n ow hav e a 
2-1 lead in the best of sev en 
Western Con feren ce play off fi­ 
n als. Game fou r is schedu led 
here at 3:5 0 p.m. CST Su n day . 
Goodrich scored 30 poin ts, 
Jim McMillian 27 an d Jerry 
West 22 for the Lakers bu t Wilt 
Chamberlain may hav e made 
the biggest con tribu tion of all. 


The 7 -foot-l v eteran was ou t- 
scored 33-7 an d ou trebou n ded 
21-14 by 7-foot-2 Kareem Abdu l - 
Jabbar. 
Bu t 
Cham berlain 
blocked n in e shots, six of them 
by 
Abdu l-Jabbar, 
an d 
dis­ 
tracted the Milwau kee su per- 
star to the poin t where he 
made on ly 15 of 37 shots. 


“I gu ess I’d hav e to say it 
was my best game again st him 
in some time, bu t this is a 
team game an d I had help,” 
Chamberlain said. ‘‘You can ’t 
worry abou t try in g to beat Mil­ 
wau kee by stoppin g him cold, 
becu ase it’s an impossible 
feat.” 


The teams swapped leads 28 
times, with the Bu cks u p by as 
man y as fou r in the fou rth 
qu arter. Their last lead was 
101-100 with 2:29 left on a bas­ 
ket by Lu ciu s Allen . 
Bu t then Goodrich rebou n ded 
a missed shot by Oscar Rob­ 
ertson an d 
san k 
two free 
throws to pu t Los An geles 
ahead 102-101 with 1:35 left. 


The Lakers then pu lled what 
Bu cks’ Coach Larry Costello 
said amou n ted to a fou r-poin t 
play . A shot by Allen was de­ 
flected to Happy 
Hairston , 
whose lon g lead pass fou n d 
Goodrich open for an easy lay ­ 
u p which made it 104-101. 
Allen 
an d 
Goodrich 
ex ­ 
chan ged baskets an d Chamber- 
lain clin ched the v ictory with 
two free throws with fiv e sec­ 
on ds left. 
“It was a v ery importan t 
win ,” Laker Coach Bill Shar- 
man said. “Goodrich got the 
key poin ts an d Wilt’s rebou n d­ 
in g an d blocked shots sav ed u s 
down the stretch.” 
Costello said the Bu cks wou ld 
hav e been better off stay in g 
away from Chamberlain . 
“Wilt will block shots close 
arou n d the basket, an d y ou ju st 
can ’t challen ge him when y ou 
let him get in there becau se he 
has too mu ch ex perien ce,” Cos­ 
tello said. “We’v e got to try 
those 15 footers sometimes. 
“Bu t we had a fou r poin t lead 


an d ju st cou ldn ’t ex ten d it,” he 
said. “We ju st cou ldn ’t open it 
u p an d we had the situ ation s to 
do it. Bu t I thin k we’ll come 
back. It’s far from ov er.” 
Goodrich threw in n in e of his 
poin ts in the fou rth period when 
Milwau kee made on ly eight of 
24 shots. 
The Bu cks’ 5 8 -46 rebou n din g 
adv an tage en abled them to get 
off 105 shots, an d they made 45 
as compared to 41 of 8 8 for Los 
An geles. Howev er, they san k 
on ly 15 of 28 free throws to 26 
of 36 for the Lakers. 
The Lakers broke a sev en - 
game losin g streak on the Are­ 
n a floor datin g back almost 14 
mon ths an d n ow hav e beaten 
the Bu cks in six of eight meet­ 
in gs this season .

In the stan dard press-jerk- 
sn atch, he ex ceeded by 5Vs 
pou n ds his own former record 
of 1,116 pou n ds with a 407- 
pou n d press, a 45 2-pou n d jerk 
an d a 363-pou n d press. 
His 36 3-pou n d sn atch was an ­ 
other div ision world record, 
betterin g his prev iou s mark by 
1.1 pou n ds. An d in a fou rth at­ 
tempt at the jerk, he lifted 462 
pou n ds, toppin g by 4V4 pou n ds 
the mark held by cou n try man

Baltimore Orioles, baseball’s 
most su ccessfu l team on the 
field in recen t y ears, fin d that 
bein g su ccessfu l off the field is 
an other m atter. 
“It’s a stru ggle to earn mon ­ 
ey in this bu sin ess,” Board 
Chairman Jerold C. Hoffberger 
told stockholders Friday . “It’s 
almost imperativ e to be in ­ 
v olv ed in at least the cham­ 
pion ship (play off) series.” 
The 
Am erican 
Leagu e 
champs showed a profit of 
$321,45 3 for 1971, on ly becau se 
of the n et in come deriv ed from 
post-season play — abou t $25 0,- 
000 from the play offs an d abou t 
$340,000 from the World Series. 
The cost of win n in g three 
con secu tiv e pen n an ts an d fou r 
in six y ears is reflected in the 


risin g salaries. 
Hoffberger said team salaries 
ex ceed $1 million , with the total 
passin g $1.2 million when pay 
for Man ager Earl Weav er an d 
his coachin g staff is added. 
“Hie in come poten tial is n ot 
v ery high,” Hoffberger said, 
“an d we hav e lost some adv an ­ 
tage becau se of the play ers 
strike.” 
J. Fran k Cashen , the team ’s 
ex ecu tiv e v ice presiden t, esti­ 
mated the 13-day strike had 
cost abou t $275 ,000 in lost gate 
receipts from ex hibition an d 
regu lar season games. 
The Orioles hav e begu n an 
adv ertisin g an d promotion cam­ 
paign in Washin gton , try in g to 
lu re fan s from that city , which 
n o lon ger has a major leagu e 
team.

NHL players 
balk on bonus 


TORONTO (AP) — Un dou bt­ 
edly takin g its cu e from major 
leagu e baseball, the Nation al 
Hockey Leagu e Play ers’ Asso­ 
ciation Friday n otified clu b 
own ers that u n less play off bo­ 
n u ses are in creased an d the 
pen sion plan improv ed du rin g 
n egotiation s n ex t Ju n e, the 
play ers will be prepared to 
strike. 
Alan Eagleson of Toron to, ex ­ 
ecu tiv e director of the NHLPA, 
said the pay men ts mu st be ret­ 
roactiv e to in clu de this y ear’s 
play offs. 
“The pen sion s are more im­ 
portan t,” he told a press con ­ 
feren ce Friday . ‘They affect 
more teams an d more play ers 
an d a strike is the wily weapon 
the play ers hav e if they don ’t 
feel they are gettin g an accept­ 
able portion of the profits.” 
Eagleson referred to a Un ited 
States report, produ ced this 
y ear, which fou n d the av erage 
NHL profit per team was $2.1 
million on the hockey operation 
alon e. 


Howev er, in Mon treal, NHL 
Presiden t Claren ce Campbell 
said the leagu e had an agree­ 
men t with the play ers’ grou p 
that they wou ldn ’t strike. 
“I’m su rprised to hear strike 
talk,” he said, poin tin g ou t that 
the NHL ex pected fu rther n ego­ 
tiation s with the NHLPA this 
su mmer. 
Campbell said that when an 
in crease in play off awards was 
an n ou n ced last mon th, it was 
n ot su ggested that the amou n t 
was agreed u pon by both sides. 
The NHLPA origin ally sou ght 
an in crease of abou t $78 7,000 in 
play off mon ey , brin gin g the to­ 
tal to abou t $1.5 million . 
In stead, the own ers in creased 
play off pay men ts by $300,000 
an d wan t this amou n t to apply 
for a three y ear period. 
Eagleson said this is n ot ac­ 
ceptable. 
The 
play ers 
also 
wan ted 
“a 
sign ifican t 
u p­ 
gradin g of the pen sion plan ,” 
which he said mean t con tribu ­ 
tion s of $7,000 a man in stead of 
the presen t $3,400.
